3 SHAPE AND DIMENSIONS 


The shape and dimensions shall be as given in the 
Fig.1. The threads shall conform to IS 4218 (Part 2). 
If an additional centre hole is drilled it shall conform 
to IS 2473. 


4 MATERIAL 


The material used for manufacturing hub axles shall 
conform to grade 42Cr,Mo, of IS 5517. 


If material other than above grade is used, it shall be 
suitably heat treated to achieve physical properties 
equivalent to the above material. 

5 HARDNESS 


Hardness of the axle shall be at least 250 HV (22 HRC). 
If heat treated, the hardness shall not exceed 285 HV 
(28 NRC). The test shall be carried out as per IS 1501 
(Part 1)/ IS 1586 (Part 1) respectively. 

6 FINISH 


The axle shall have a smooth finish and shall be 
chemically treated or zinc plated to service condition 
No. 3 of IS 1573. 


The straightness and concentricity shall be within 
0.025 mm and 0.1 mm, respectively.

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7 PACKING 


Axles shall be packed in cartons after wrapping in oil 
coated paper so as to prevent any damages. 


8 MARKING 


8.1 Manufacturers” trade-mark or name and size 
designation (for example, 10 or 12) shall be embossed 
or punched on the axles. Any other marking as per best 
prevalent trade practice may also be followed. 


8.2 BIS Certification Marking
